Explanation  of  Projected  Increase  in  Average  Salary 
Over  Established  Ceiling  for  FY  I966 


The  established  ceiling  for  average  salary  of  GS  positions  as  of  June  30, 
I966,  is  $7,736*  The  Budget  Estimates  for  FY  1967  project  for  FY  I966 
an  average  salary  of  $7,788,  or  $52  in  excess  of  the  ceiling* 

A  host  of  circumstances  and  actions  have  contributed  to  the  present 
status  of  average  salary  computations  for  this  Bureau »  Positions  have 
been  added  as  a  result  of  Congressional  action.  A  few  positions  have 
been  reclassified  to  foreign  service  or  from  ungraded  classifications „ 
Bureau  experience  indicates  that  net  within  grade  costs  require  an 
increase  of  approximately  l»065/o  rather  than  the  guideline  of  1$>  and 
this  adds  $5  to  the  average  salary a  However,  all  of  these  factors  are 
minor,  and  in  the  aggregate  they  about  compensate  each  other. 

The  major  causes  of  the  projected  overage  in  average  salary  are  three 
interrelated  factors:   (l)  the  starting  point  for  average  salary  control; 
(2)  the  course  followed  in  striving  to  achieve  the  degree  of  reduction 
the  ceiling  required;  and  ( 3)  the  authentic  requirements  of  the  Bureau 
for  professionalization. 

The  target  for  FY  1965  established  in  December  1964  was  $50  below  the 
actual  average  salary  as  of  October  1964=  For  reasons  discussed  below, 
the  "rollback"  incorporated  in  this  target  could  not  be  effected,  all 
subsequent  action  has  resulted  in  projected  stability,  and  this  initial 
overage  of  $50  ( difference  between  actual  situation  and  the  lower 
target)  has  carried  forward  through  to  the  Bureau's  projection  for 
June  30,  1966c 

Upon  receipt  of  the  target  for  June  30,  1965,  and  ceiling  for  June  30, 
1966,  the  Bureau  began  consideration  of  measures  to  implement  these 
goals o     At  that  time  the  Bureau  was  completing  a  two-year  re-examination 
of  its  organization.  As  a  result  of  these  reorganization  studies  and 
the  average  salary  guidance  of  the  Bureau  of  the  'Budget,  a  series  of 
proposals  and  ensuing  discussions  were  initiated  with  the  Department 
which  led  to  significant  changes  in  the  field  organization  of  the  Bureau, 
approved  in  late  Spring  1965*  In  the  meantime  while  reorganization 
proposals  were  pending,  a  freeze  was  placed  on  discretionary  personnel 
actions  which  would  further  increase  the  average  salary,  and  only  a  few 
particularly  important  promotions  were  effected.  During  this  period 
within  grade  costs  and  other  normal  events  continued  to  push  up  the 
average  salary.   The  actual  average  salary  as  of  June  30,  1965?  "was 
$7,762,  or  $103  over  the  target* 
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Implementation  of  the  approved  reorganization  is  underway  to  establish 
an  organization  consistent  with  position  management  objectives «  Pro- 
jection of  salary  costs  indicates  that  present  plans  will  reduce  the 
average  salary  by  approximately  $50  during  FY  1966  while  within  grades 
will  increase  it  approximately  $83  (BOB  guideline  $78) ,   resulting  after 
other  minor  adjustments  in  a  net  increase  of  $26  or  $7,788  on  June  30, 
I.966 . 

The  professional  requirements  of  resource  management  today  have  weighed 
heavily  upon  the  Bureau  as  the  concepts  of  position  management  have  been 
applied  to  the  task  of  determining  economical,  and  yet  fair,  arrangements 
of  positions  in  the  organizational  framework  of  the  Bureau  to  meet  its 
responsibilities.  A  more  stringent  reduction  in  grade  structures  cannot 
be  implemented  without  an  RIF  affecting  younger  professionals,,  These 
are  the  people  on  whom  the  Bureau  must  depend  for  the  future «

EXPLANATION  OF  1966  ADJUSTMENTS  IN  UPPER  LEVEL  GRADES 

The  Bureau,  has  established  and  filled  two  GS-15  positions  and  one 
FC-3  position  over  the  number  approved  in  the  1966  Budget.  A  reduction  of 
one  GS-1J+  position  below  the  number  in  the  Budget  has  been  accomplished. 

The  FC-3  position  was  established  in  I965  persuant  to  a 
Participating  Agency  Service  Agreement  with  the  Agency  for  International 
Development . 

One  of  the  additional  GS-15  positions  was  transferred  from  the 
Office  of  the  Secretary  by  memorandum  from  the  Deputy  Assistant  Secretary  for 
Administration  dated  June  25,  1965.  This  action,  in  effect,  resulted  in  the 
creation  of  a  new  position  -  Director  of  the  Denver  Service  Center. 

The  other  new  GS-15  position  resulted  from  the  establishement  of  the 
Bureau's  Boise  Fire  Center,  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  1965.  This  action  included 
the  promotion  of  the  GS-l^  Asst.  State  Director  to  a  GS-15  State  Director  and 
the  transfer  of  a  GS-15  State  Director  to  the  position  of  Director  of  the 
Fire  Center.  Although  the  promotion  action  was  approved  by  the  Department, 
the  Bureau  did  not  receive  an  allocation  of.  an  additional  GS-15  in  lieu  of  a 
GS-lh.
